Students with unusually high credit 
loads, over 17 hours per enrollment, 
were sometimes awarded half-tuition 
scholarships even if their GPA didn’t 
qualify them. 

If GPA did qualify students for 
half-tuition funds, then they were 
moved up to full-tuition, DeMartini 
said. 

After applicants were considered as 
a body, students were evaluated by 
their individual colleges and adjust- 
ments were made in qualifying GPA 
to keep the one-third full-tuition and 
two-thirds half-tuition balanced with- 
in the colleges, DeMartini said. 

“Some students say, We won’t try 


because we don’t have what it takes.’ 
We would like to encourage students 
to apply because some lower on the 
academic scale could receive scholar- 
ships,” Stevenson said. 

Students with a GPA of 3:60 should 
apply. 

In the future, funds may be allocated 
to colleges according to enrollment 
and adjustments made according to 
academic strength, with the possibili- 
ty of students being judged in general 
education performance, DeMartini 
said. 

Another possibility would be the use 
of relative GPAs, the average GPA of 
the classes students took compared 
with the students actual GPA, 
DeMartini said. 

“T anticipate that there will be some 
changes,” DeMartini said. 

Aside from funds that The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
allocates for scholarships, BYU has 
300 private scholarship accounts set 
up by corporations, alumni and peo- 
ple who like BYU’s approach to 
being a university, Stevenson said.

Senate votes to lift arms état 
in spite of President’s warning

WASHINGTON — In a sharp repu- 
diation of President Clinton’s foreign 
policy, the Senate voted decisively 
Wednesday to lift the arms embargo 
against Bosnia. Clinton decried the 
move, warning anew that it could 
inject American troops into the 
European conflict. 

Following debate charged by fresh 
reports of rebel Serb attacks, the 
Senate voted 69-29 to require Clinton 
to lift the 4-year-old arms embargo 
that critics say has rendered the 
Bosnian people defenseless. 

“People have a right to defend them- 
selves,” said Senate Majority Leader 
Bob Dole, R-Kan., who sponsored the 
proposal along with Sen. Joseph 
Lieberman, D-Conn. The United 
States, Dole declared, would bear the 
responsibility “if more are killed and 
more are raped and more little boys 
are taken off to camps, 12 years old, 
and more are hanged in trees and 
more throats are cut because we 
imposed our will on this little coun- 
tryay. 

The 69-vote majority was enough to 
override a promised Clinton veto, as 
21 Democrats joined almost all of the 
Republicans in supporting the mea- 
sure. 

The House voted 318-99 last month 
to lift the embargo — more than 
enough votes to override a veto. But 
because that measure was attached to 
separate legislation, the House will 
have to vote again. 

On Wednesday, 112 House mem- 
bers signed a bipartisan letter to 
Clinton calling the administration’s 
Bosnia policy “morally bankrupt and 
an obvious failure.” 

Nevertheless, Clinton said he 
remained hopeful that lawmakers 
would work with him to resolve the

Secretary-General Boutros Boutros- 
Ghali gave his military commanders 
in Bosnia authority to call in NATO 
air strikes without first clearing it with | 
him. Dole, who has been sharply criti- 
cal of what he sees as U.N. timidity in 
approving strikes, said it wouldn’t 
have changed the outcome had 
Boutros-Ghali’s decision come earli- . 
er. 

Clinton said the amendments requir- 
ing him to seek U.N. agreement 
before lifting the embargo unilaterally 
improved the bill. 

Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher said he sent a letter to 
Congress pointing out the “new. and 
stronger” NATO-approved procedures 
in place to protect Bosnian Muslims 
against Serb attacks.

Investigation 
clears CIA in 
Guatemalan 
murder case

WASHINGTON — A presidential 
investigation has found no indication 
of CIA involvement in the deaths of 
an American innkeeper and a guerril- 
la leader in Guatemala, White House 
press secretary Mike McCurry said 
Wednesday. 

The panel reviewing CIA activities 
in Guatemala found the agency failed 
to properly inform Congress and U.S. 
ambassadors of information on the 
cases “in several important 
instances,” McCurry said. 

The Intelligence Oversight Board is 
“presently aware of no information 
indicating that CIA officials were 
involved” in the death of innkeeper 
Michael Devine in June 1990 or the 
disappearance of rebel leader Efrain 
Bamaca Velasquez in March 1992, 
McCurry said in relaying interim 
findings of the board. 

The board’s investigation did not 
confirm allegations that a 
Guatemalan colonel, said to be a CIA 


‘ informant, directed or was present at 


the murder of either, McCurry said. 

He further refuted allegations in an 
unsigned letter to Rep. Robert 
Torricelli, D-N.J., purportedly from a 
National Security Agency employee, 
that U.S. intelligence officials 
destroyed records to cover up their 
involvement in the cases.. 

“It appears that this letter was fabri- 
cated,” McCurry said. “No records on 
Guatemala were deleted or 
destroyed,” he said. 

The board provided its findings in 
an interim report to Clinton, based in 
part on the conclusions of a newly 
completed CIA inspector general 
report on the matter. 

The board reserved judgment on 
some of the CIA’s findings because it 
is also reviewing material being pro- 
vided by several other government 
agencies, he said. 
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FBI agents deny starting gun battle at Waco 


WASHINGTON — A federal agent told lawmakers Wednesday that officers

“The Davidians fired first,’ Cavanaugh said. “If I thought an ATF agent 
would drive up to a structure and start firing, I'd throw my badge in the 
garbage,” he added. “It didn’t happen.” 

“T don’t think the archangel Gabriel could have talked that guy out of there,” 
Cavanaugh told the two subcommittees holding the House hearings. 


Professor predicts Smith won’t be killed 


OGDEN — A sociologist who has studied America’s female killers predicts 
that Susan Smith, convicted in the drowning deaths of her two sons, will not be 
exécuted. 


Kay Gillespie of Weber State University says a South Carolina jury probably” 


will give Smith the death penalty, but he believes she will end-up-serving alife 
sentence instead. 

“There certainly is precedence in the Carolinas for the death penalty for 
women but I doubt she will actually be executed,” Gillespie said. “Our justice 
system has traditionally been pretty chivalrous and male-dominated and we 
don’t often allow our mothers to die.” 

Gillespie notes that of the nation’s 2,976 death row inmates, just 48 are 
women. Only one woman has been executed since the death penalty was rein- 
stated in 1976 compared with 271 men. 


Israeli police release photo of bus bomber 


JERUSALEM — In a photograph released by police; a dark-beard and-side- 
buins ‘outline the charred and bloody face of the man who Israeli officials say 
cafried out this week’s bus bombing in Tel Aviv. 

Little else is known of the suspected suicide bomber. Monday’s blast killed 
six Israelis and shocked the nation out of a tranquillity that had settled in after 
three months free of terror attacks. 

‘Calls made immediately after the bombing to media organizations claimed 
responsibility on behalf of the militant group Hamas. But Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said Wednesday that there was “no certainty about which orga 
nization was responsible.” 

In past attacks, Hamas and Islamic Jihad have trumpeted their involvement 
but neither has made an official statement claiming or denying involvement in 
this bombing. A statement from Hezbollah, an anti-Israeli guerrilla group based 
in Lebanon, praised the attack but did not say who carried it out. 


Ogden defense jobs may be restored 2-to-1 


OGDEN — A pair of Defense Department economic advisers have assured 
Weber County officials the community will someday make up the jobs lost to 
the proposed closure of Defense Depot Ogden. 

Tony Gallegos, regional director of the Secretary of Defense’s Office of 
Economie Adjustment, said past experiences have shown that jobs to base clo- 
sures ‘eventually, in 10 to 20 years, are replaced at a ratio of 2-to-1.” 

It could happen much sooner in northern Utah, since Congress has made it 
easier for communities to access redevelopment funds and given them more say 
in what happens to closed installations, Gallegos said. 

He said these laws have meant that communities that are homes to bases. put 
on the base closure list in 1991 have already regained about 50 percent of the 
defense jobs they lost, even though some of the bases have not yet closed. | 

DDO was on the 1995 closure commission’s hit list.The community could 
lose up to 900 jobs. 

Tony Perez, the economic ‘adviser project officer.for DDO, said the local 
community should be able to begin reusing the depot property even before the 
base closes.

CAT scanning machine

A $1 million machine scanned its 
one millionth image Wednesday at 
the Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center in Provo. The PQ-2000, a top- 
line, CAT, scanner, is ints fourth year 
at the hospital. 

The computed-tomography scanner 
is one of two used at the UVRMC 
radiology lab. The hospital purchased 
the scanner in July 1991 and techni- 
cians started running CAT scans that 
same month. 

‘The scanner cost around $1-million, 
said Jéffréy, Andrus, an account:exec- 
utive with Picker International ‘Inc. 
Picker produces the scanners for 
clients worldwide. . 

The PQ-2000 scanner takes half the 

time of the older model to scan 
patients, said Bob Evans, a CT techni- 
cian. The machine reached its one 
millionth scan before its counterpart 
because’ of a high turnover rate, he 
said. 
* Afterfour years, the scanner is still 
the fastest on the market, said Lynn 
Turner, a service engineer for Picker. 
In thé €léctronics field, it is an 
uncommon thing for a machine to 
stay “‘state of the art” for four years, 
Turner said.

“The significant thing is that you 
don’t see many machines that can do 
that,” Evans said. The scanner has 
been upgraded during the four years. 

The PQ-2000 is capable of scanning 
30 images and printing them out in 
three minutes, Turner said. An entire 
brain scan may be completed in the 
three minutes. A full scan is com- 
posed of “slices” or X-rays, which on 
the PQ-2000 take six seconds to pro- 
duce. The old model, the PQ-1200SX, 
produces images at 23 seconds a slice. 
The older scanner also scans at 
approximately half the resolution of 
the PQ-2000. 

Randy Ellsworth, ‘a member of the 
CT staff, said he is continually 
amazed by growing radiology tech- 
nology. Ellsworth studied medical 
technology at BYU before training in 
radiology school at UVRMC for two 
years. Having worked in the hospi- 
tal’s radiology department for 26 
years, Ellsworth said he has “seen 
stages of technology.” When he 
began working in the area in 1969 
there was no scanner at-all. 

“Eventually,” he said, “information 


won’t go-on X-ray film, but on com- . 


puter data.” The computer images 
scanned by the PQ-2000 are the result 
of the goal to “find something to best 
care for the patients.” 


Program links rural hospitals 
to specialists; other facilities

can check into small local hospitals 
and consult specialists from around

This technology, called teleradiogra- 
phy, allows images from CAT scans, 
MRI scans and ultrasound to be sent 
electronically to other facilities where 
other physicians can be consulted. 

Kay Jex, of Magnetic Research Inc., 
said laser images from films such as 
X-rays can also be sent. 

The ability to send images to other 
locations was made possible by coop- 
eration between Utah. Valley Regional 
Medical Center and a Provo-based 
company called Magnetic Research 
Inc., according to the news release. 

This collaboration led to the produc- 
tion of computer software that is 
being used in more than 20 hospitals 
in Utah, Montana, Louisiana, 
Kentucky and Arizona. Jex said 
approximately 50 other software com- 
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Quick and Easy Setup. : 


panies are working on similar pro- 
grams. 

The new software means small, 
rural facilities now have 24-hour coy- 
erage. A hospital no longer needs to 
have a radiologist on duty around the 
clock. Instead, a radiologist can 
receive images in his home and inter- 
pret the images there. 

Jex said’a doctor can leave his per- 
sonal computer on overnight and his 
computer will receive any images that 
are sent. These images, Jex said, can 
be manipulated on the screen or 
moved around just as the doctors 
would manipulate them if they were 
in the hospital. 

In addition, rural hospitals can 
receive backup service from larger 
hospitals that have radiologists to 
interpret the images. ; 

This software is also more conve- 
nient for the patient, according to the 
news release. Patients can stay at 
local hospitals instead of travelling to 
larger hospitals. 

Patients can benefit from specialists 
hundreds of miles away without ever 
leaving their area hospitals.
